REMARKS 

This application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Office Action dated 
March 20, 2008. Claims 7,8,11,12, 14, 16 to 20 and 22 to 25 are pending in the application, of 
which Claims 7, 12, 17 to 20, 24 and 25 are independent. Reconsideration and further 
examination are respectfully requested. 

The specification was objected to for various informalities. Line 20 of the 
paragraph beginning at line 10 of page 16 having been amended in accordance with the 
Examiner's suggestion, withdrawal of this objection is respectfully requested. 

Claim 21 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as allegedly 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Without conceding the correctness of the rejection, Claim 21 
having been cancelled herein, withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested. 

Claims 19 and 22 to 24 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) over U.S. Patent 
No. 6,633,400 (Sasaki). Claims 7, 8, 12 and 14 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over 
Sasaki. Claim 11 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Sasaki in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,525,721 (Thomas). Claim 16 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Sasaki in view of 
U.S. Published Appln. No. 2002/0105661 (Nishida). Claim 17 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) over Sasaki. Claim 18 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Sasaki in view of 
U.S. Published Appln. No. 2001/0054088 (Naito). Claims 20, 21 and 25 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) over Sasaki in view of Thomas. Reconsideration and withdrawal of these 
rejections are respectfully requested. 



Claims 19.20. 24 and 25 

Turning to specific claim language, amended independent Claim 19 is directed to 
a resource display method for displaying a color profile capable of being loaded into a device 
having a printing function. The method comprises a step of acquiring information of a 
destination device and acquiring types of page description language used for the destination 
device; a step of determining types of color profile capable of being loaded into the destination 
device in accordance with the types of page description language acquired in the acquiring step; a 
step of identifying a color profile, which is loadable into the destination device, based upon the 
types of color profile determined and color space information of load target color profile; and a 
step of displaying the color profile identified. 

Amended Claim 20 is directed to a resource display method for displaying a color 
profile capable of being loaded into a device having a printing function. The method comprises a 
step of acquiring information of a destination device and acquiring types of page description 
language used for the destination device; a step of determining types of color profile capable of 
being loaded into the destination device in accordance with the types of page description 
language acquired in the acquiring step; a step of identifying a color profile, which is loadable 
into the destination device, based upon comparison between the types of color profile determined 
and color space information of load target color profile; and a step of displaying the color profile 
identified. 

In contrast, Sasaki teaches a print system consisting of a client apparatus for 
outputting print data, a printer server apparatus for receiving the print data from the client 
apparatus, and a printer apparatus for printing the print data. The printer server apparatus in 
Sasaki stores a printer description file for a printer, wherein the printer description file contains 
printer specific information such as types and sizes of applicable print paper, the number or range 
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of reproducible colors, and types of expandable page description language. (See column 8 lines 
34 to 48 of Sasaki.) Unlike the present invention, the printer server apparatus in Sasaki does not 
determine the number or range of reproducible colors capable of being loaded into the printer 
apparatus in accordance with the types of an expandable page description language. 

Therefore, Applicants submit that Sasaki fails to disclose or suggest all of the 
features of Claims 19 and 20. In particular, Sasaki fails to disclose at least the feature of 
determining the types of color profile capable of being loaded into the destination device in 
accordance with the types of page description language acquired from the destination device. In 
light of the differences between the present invention and Sasaki, Applicants submit that Claims 
19 and 20 are now in condition for allowance and respectfully requests same. 

Claims 24 and 25 are directed to apparatuses substantially in accordance with the 
methods of Claims 19 and 20, respectively. Accordingly, Applicants submit that Claims 24 and 
25 are also now in condition for allowance and respectfully request same. 

Claims 7. 12. 14. 17 and 18 

Claim 7 is directed to a resource processing method for at least adding on and 
deleting resources capable of being downloaded to a device having a printing function. The 
method comprises a decision step of determining processing of a resource, which is 
downloadable to a device, in dependence upon the resource to be downloaded to the device, and 
a changeover step of changing over processing of the resource based upon the result of the 
decision made at said decision step. If the resource is a font or form, the processing of the 
resource is changed over at the changeover step to processing for adding on and deleting 
resources, or, if the resource is a color profile, the processing of this resource is changed over at 
the changeover step to processing for adding on and not deleting resources. 
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Claim 17 is directed to a resource processing method for at least adding on and 
deleting to resources capable of being downloaded to a device having a printing function. The 
method comprises a reception step of making a selection of a font or color profile as a type of 
resource, which is downloadable to a device, and a process step of performing processing for 
adding on and deleting resources for the device in accordance with a user instruction if the 
selected resource is the font, or performing processing for adding on and not deleting resources 
for the device in accordance with a user instruction if the selected resource is the color profile. 

Claim 18 is directed to a resource processing method for at least adding on and 
deleting to resources capable of being downloaded to a device having a printing function. The 
method comprises a reception step of making a selection of a form or color profile as a type of 
resource, which is downloadable to a device, and a process step of performing processing for 
adding on and deleting resources for the device in accordance with a user instruction if the 
selected resource is the form, or performing processing for adding on and not deleting resources 
for the device in accordance with a user instruction if the selected resource is the color profile. 

Applicants submit that Sasaki and Naito, either alone or in combination, fail to 
disclose or suggest all of the features of Claims 7, 17 and 18. In particular, Sasaki and Naito fail 
to disclose or suggest at least the features of adding on and deleting resources if the resource is a 
font or form, and adding on and not deleting resources if the resource is a color profile. 

In the Office Action, it is contended that Sasaki teaches that a print property of a 
printer apparatus can be changed either by addition, deletion, or replacement. Moreover, it is 
contended that since printing devices do not have "unlimited memory" for storing printer 
information, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to allow a user to 
decide whether to add or delete a resource from the printing device. However, Applicants 
respectfully submit that this contention is based on a mischaracterization of the present 
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invention. The present invention processes a resource based on the type of the resource, rather 
than the amount of memory available in the printing device. More specifically, if the resource is 
a font or form, the resource is added on to or deleted as required. If the resource is a color 
profile, the resource may be added on to but not deleted. According to the present invention, it is 
possible that resources such as color profile are always added on and never deleted, regardless of 
the memory space. 

Furthermore, Applicants have reviewed Naito and submit that Naito is not seen to 
cure the deficiencies of Sasaki. Naito discloses a downloader which can download resources to a 
printer, wherein the resources can be fonts and forms among others. Nowhere in Naito disclose 
the step of adding on and deleting resources if the resource is a font or form, and adding on and 
not deleting resources if the resource is a color profile. 

In light of these deficiencies in Sasaki and Naito, Applicants submit that Claims 7, 
17 and 18 are in condition for allowance and respectfully request same. Claims 12 and 16 are 
directed to an apparatus and a computer-readable medium, respectively, substantially in 
accordance with the method of Claim 7. Accordingly, Applicants submit that Claims 12 and 14 
are also now in condition for allowance and respectfully request same. 

The other pending claims are each dependent from the independent claims 
discussed above and are therefore believed allowable for at least the same reasons. Because each 
dependent claim is also deemed to define an additional aspect of the invention, however, the 
individual consideration of each on its own merits is respectfully requested. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, the entire application is 
believed to be in condition for allowance, and such action is respectfully requested at the 
Examiner's earliest convenience. 
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
